and one that will directly affect Chicago, 
has been rendered by tho supromo court of 
Illinois], tho result of which invests the 
mayor with tho power of vetoing a certain 
item or part of an item in tho flscal appro- 
priation inado for the city government with- 
out destroying tho valuo o£ the appropriation.
